NEW MANAGER OF 


_ > ENGLISH ROAD 


Major-Gen: Sir Henry Worth Thorn- 
ton, K.B., of Great Eastern, Appointed 
_for Three Years at $50,000 a ‘Year 


- Ottawa, Oct. 6-—Major-Gen. Sir 
Henry Worth Thornton, K.B., general 
manager of the Great Eastern rallway 
of England, is the new head of the 
Canadian National railways. An or- 
der-in-council appointing him and the 
other members of the board and for- 
mally creating the Canadian Northern 
and Grand Trunk lines into the Cana- 
dian National railway system, passed 
the cabinet council Wednesday and 
was approved by the acting governor- 
general last evening. 

Sir Henry arrived in Ottawa Wed- 
nesday morning, and final arrange- 
ments for his appointment were then 
made. He leaves again today for New 
York, and will return almost immedi- 
ately to England to settle up his af: 
fairs there, returning to Canada to 
take over the direction of the National 
system within about a month. 


Thornton Gets Free Hand 

In introducing Sir Henry to the 
newspapermen, Premier King pointed 
out that the act provided that mem- 
bers of the board must not be share- 
holders in, or connected . with com- 
panies in any way dealing with . the 
railways in question, or selling them 
supplies. This had been observed, said 
the prime minister, both in regard to 
the executive and also to the other 
members of the board. The prime 
minister also stressed the fact that 
Sir Henry Thornton was the man re- 
sponsible for the administration of 
the railways. They would be operat- 
eu without any interference from the 
government and must be kept outside 
of politics altogether. 


Gets $50,000 a Year 

A contract was signed Wednesday 
afternoon extending over three years 
under which he is to be ‘paid fifty 
thousand dollars per annum. Clauses 
in the contract, it was stated, give 
protection to both the government and 
the new president and genera] manag- 
er of the railways in the event of 
either sidg wishing to terminate the 
agreement before the end of three 
years. The resignations of the exist- 
ing board of directors of the Grand 
Trunk system were accepted by the 
government and the new board was 
appointed to administer the joint sys- 
tem. 


- The New Board

president of the system and chairman 
of the board of management: .

When Manager Returns = 

The vice-presidents In charge of 
traffic and operation are to be ap- 
pointed after the new general mana- 
ger returns to Canada and has time to 
size up the situation. 

The final steps in the appointment 
of the new board were tuken at the 
afternoon meeting of the cabinet 
council. ‘Phey contained some sur- 
prises, ene in fact that ,;the man 
chosen as executive head of the sys: 
tem is one whose name has not been 
mentioned in any of the gossip which 
has been passed around for weeks 
past. , 

Surprices on the Board 

Another surprise was in tHe size 
of the board, though it was explained 
by Premier King that, faced with the 
alternatives of appointing a large 
board representing every province, 
and one which, though smaller,.would 
represent every section of the country 
and the different Interests, it, was de- 
cided to appoint the smaller board 
for the time being, and then, if the 
board members’ themselves decided 
their numbers should be added to, 
additions would be made. 

Under the act the government is 
‘given power to name from five to fift- 
teen men as hoard members. 


An Amerjcan Englishman 

Ottawa, Oct. 5.—The new chairman 
and general manager of the road isp 
railway executive of wide experience. 
He is a naturalized British subject 
but was born in the United States 
and received a-large part of his rail- 
way experience on the Pennsylvania 
railway system, probably the busiest 
line in respect to passenger service 
in the United States. In 1914 he 
took over the direction of the Great 
Eastern railway in England from 
which position he yesigned by cable 
yesterday. ; 

In announcing that the board had 
been appointed, the prime minister 
stated that the delay in making the 
appointments had been due to the in- 
ability to arrange for Sir Henry 
Thornton to come to Canada before 
now. He landed in New York Tues- 
day and came directly through to 
Ottawa. The goyernment had been 
in communication with, hira in Hng- 
land through P. C. ‘Larkin, the Cana- 
dian high commiss{ioner, but it way 
necessary for him to visit Ottawa be, 
fore the finnl details could be 
arranged. 

The matter of deciding where the 
headquarters of the system {3 to he, 
js left to the {incoming board. ‘The 
board, however, will make the aanual 
inspection of the system, together 
with officials of the road. This will 
be held before the return of Sir Henry 
from England, arrangements to this 
effect having been made by the new 
president immediately after his ap- 
pointment- 

The Former Directors 

The former directors of the Grand 
Trunk whose resignations were ac- 
cepted are: Sir Joseph Flavelle, Major 
G. A. Bell, H. C. Dapuis, BE. L. New- 
combe and A. J. Mitchell. 

The resignations of the old Cana- 
dian Northern board are automati- 
cally accepted, the order-in-council 
creating the Canadian National ays- 
tem having been the first action taken 
under. legislation passed aome time 
ago to provide for creating the joint 
system. Until Wednesday's order-in-

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council was. approved, it was stated, 


the Canadian’ National system had 
really been but a name. s 
Why Not a Canadiaa? 
The objections which had been 


raised to the government going out- 
side of Canada to secure an executive 
head of the’ National system were 
answered -by the prime minister in the 
course of his. statement to Canadian 
Press, following the appointments. 
The government, he said, had been 
faced with a difficult problem in re- 
gard to taking a man from one of the 
Canadian roads. If the man from 
the Canadian» National railway. was 
chosen there would probably be a 
charge that the National system 


would continue to be under McKenzie. 


and Mann influences. 

On the other hand, if a man of the 
Canadian’ Pacific had been appointed, 
the charge would have been one’ of 
C.P.R. domination. These, among 
other reasons, had caused the govern- 
ment to look about for the best man 
who could be secured outside, and 
finally the choice -had fallen upon the 
president appointed. ; 

“What the system really needs,” 
declared Mr. King, “is a big capable 
man from the outside to act as an 
umpire and to see that the whole 
thing is properly administered. I 
think we have found that man In Sir 
Henry Thornton, who has an excel- 
lent record as a railroader and whose 
integrity is highly ‘praised every- 
where,” 

New Chief's Ideals 

“I would rather let my deeds speak 
than my words,” said Sir Henry in 
answer to one of many questions 
asked of. him by newspapermen. “We 
all must tackle this problem with the 
{dea that we are golng to make the 
system a great public utility without 
ft becoming a drain on the public 
purse.” 

“But are you hopeful?” one of the 
correspondents asked. 

“If I were not I should not be here,” 
retorted Sir Eenry with a smile. 

Asked if he knew the system, the 
president replied that he knew the 
Canadian railways generally byt nat 
in detail. : : 

“IT will be back in Ganadg within 
thirty days, ready for work,” he said. 


DOES HUSBAND OWN HIS WIFE’S 
SAVINGS? ‘ 


‘Montreal, Sept. 21—Are a wife's 
savings, deposited by her in a bank, 
the property of her husband? A dom- 
estic controversy involving these ele- 
ments was argued at length before 
Mr. Justice McLennan in the Court of 
Appeal yesterday, and was settled by 
his Lordship dismissing the  hus- 
band’s claim to his wife’s savings in 
virtue of the fact that he had given 
her authorization to deposit money in 
her own name. Under the provisions 
of the Quebec Savings Act, a wife 
may deposit $2,000 without her Hus- 
band’s consent. Any sum ayer that 
amount she may not deposit in her 
own name without her husband’s per- 
mission. Antoine Bonin thought he 
had a right to cgntrol the sum of 
$5,905 which his wife, Lea Rondeau, 
had deposited in the Gity and District 
Savings Bank, She, however, 
thought differently, s9 the matter was 
taken to court,

‘’The United States. has: been: built 
up under a'protective tariff, and_.is 
Prosperous, today. Reports to the 
Federal Reserve Board show, that to- 
day farmers, ‘co-operative farm organi- 
zations and banks through which agri- 
cultural credits ‘have -been extended, 
are rapidly -repaying outstanding 
loans and that relatively few appli- 
cations for. new loans,are being: re-: 
ceived. Post-war losses of. the,, far- 
mers are being rapidly liquidated. To 
hasten national recuperation from 
the post-war period the, republic now. 
takes a big dose of the’sdme medi- 
cine used right along—tariff protec- 
tion. ‘ 

Yet two political parties in. Canada 
at the last election wént to the peo- 
ple,on platforms calling for’ “free 
foodstuffs and implements of protec- 
tion.” The one that achieved power 
threw the platform away. Progressives 
‘presumably will stick to the theory 
of free trade in commodities on which 
the republic refuses to trade with us. 
No thanks to either,* but ‘owing to 
Uncle Sam’s drastic treatment, Cana- 
dian products will have to open wider 
markets in Europe and elsewhere. In: 
deed, they are already doing so, as 
trade statistics show. For example, 
our exports, of agricultural and vege- 
table products in the four months end- 
ing July exceeded by $10,000,000 the 
total for the corresponding _ four 
months of 1921, notwithstaiiding that 
$5,000,000 less went to the United 
States. Textile, wood and iron pro- 
ducts, were also exported in increased 
volume .in this period. 
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EXPERTS TO DETERMINE 
DELORME’S SANITY 


Alienists, possibly from Scotland 
Yard, are likely to be called in to form 
a special commission which will exam. 
ine Adelard Delorme, to decide final- 
ly whether or not he is insane. 

This question is reported to be re- 
ceiving the serious consideration of 
the provincial authorities, and Is be- 
ing discussed with keen<interest by 
Delorme’s closest friends and aids. — 

The reason why the commission has 
been suggested is that Dr. Brochu and 
his two assistants, ‘Drs. Marois and 
Roy, have expressed themselves most 
emphatically ‘to the effect that De- 
lorme is Sane, and therefore should 
not be interdicted. .° . 

On the other hand, Delorme remains 
committed’ to their care on a con- 
trary opinion, given by a group of 
Montreal alienists. To form a com- 
mission composed of both- these 
groups is not thought likely to defi- 
nitely settle the Insanity question, 
and this Is why the authorities have 
been reported as favoring the selec- 
tion of experts who have not been 
{dentified with the case in any man- 
ner whatsoever.

THE CHURCH- AT SMYRNA © ' 


Smyrna is in ruins, and her citizens 
who have not been murdered -are liv- 
ing in'terror of the Unspeakable Turk. 
Most of them are homeless. Those 
who have been killed or driven from 
thelr homes have suffered, not be- 
cause of their race, nationality or poli- 
tics, but because of the religion they 
profess. The Turkish followers of 
Mahomet, the false prophet, have an 
unquenchable thirst for the blood of 
professing Christians, and they have 
taken advantage of every excuse to 
slaughter Christians wholesale. 

During the past week the message 
written in the Christian Church at 
Smyrna nearly two thousand years ago 
have seemed more real and more sig: 
nificant. Among all the churches in 
Asia in the days of the apostles, the 
church at Smyrna was one of the 
most faithful. She endured persecu-' 
tion from the very beginning, but in 
spite of it all she remained true. 
From that day to this the Christians 
at Smyrna have had to pass through 
one*period of persecution after anoth- 
er. Read again the message of Christ 
to the Church at’'Smyrna, which He 
revealed to His servant John when 
the latter was an exile on the Ible of 
Patmos: 

“And unto the angel of the church 
in Smyrna write: These things saith 
the First and the Last, which are dead 
and is alive; I know thy works, and 
tribulation, and poverty (but thou art 


‘|rich) and I know the blasphemy of 


them which say they are Jews, and 
are not, but are the synagogue of 
Satan. Fear none of these things 
which thou shalt suffer: behold the 
devil shall cast some of you into pris- 
on, that ye may be tried; and ye shall 
have tribulation ten days; be thou 
faithful unto death and I will give 
thee a Crown of life. He that hath an 
ear. let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the church; -he that overcometh 
shall not be hurt of the second death.”

BIBLE ADDRESS AT 
- ~ ST, LUKE'S 


The Rev. Arthur Murphy’s. fifth. ad- 
dress -on-the book Genesis was given 
last Thursday at 8 o'clock. 

- The subject was the patriarch Abra- 
ham. 

The lecturer dealt with some of the 
crises in Abraham’s life who in turn 
hecame the head of a family, tribe 

and great nation. 
=" There were three 
* God's call to Abraham: 

(a) The promise of a reward—the 
good land he was to inherit. This 
typifies that-:good land we ‘God’s 
people are promised—Heaven. : 

(b) There was. the trial of faith. 
Just God’s naked word for it and no- 
thing more. ‘ Abraham ‘relied: on: that 

. given word and -was-not disappointed: 

We, too, can implicitly trust the given 

and spoken word of God. . 

(c) The test of separation. ‘He 
was to leave his own people behind 
and go alone. “Get.thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father’s house, unto a land 
that I will show. thep...........and in thee 
shall all the families of the earth be 
blessed.” Genesis 12:1-2, 

In’ other words Abraham was en- 
joined by God to be consecrated or 
sanctified. The real meaning of the 
word sanctification is separation from’ 
evil, Thus. we ara taught to leave 
~Sbehind us all those influences which 
would mar and spoil our life as we 
progress towards the goal. 

The reason why Christian lives are 
often so like unregenerate lives is be- 
cause those influences or encumbran- 
“ces are_not shaken off but are taken 
along. It ‘was pointed out that. Ca- 
naan, the land promised by God to 
Abraham, does not represent Heaven, 
as some of our hymns imply, but 
rather a condition of rest or conse- 
cration, or a walking with God. 

Abraham only partially obeys the 
Diving command. He takes with him 
his father, Terah, and his nephew, 
Lot. They get as far as Haran, that 
is just half-way between Ur in Chal- 
dea and the promised land of Canaan, 
and’ they remain there for twenty 
years. Terah having died there, Abra- 
ham again pushes forward. During 
those 20 years, there {s no record, no 
evidence at all that God was with 
Abraham. So, many Christians are 
chained to illicit pursuits and desires 
and on that account forfeit the pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. Abraham 
now comes into Canaan and God once 
again manifests Himself. The patri- 
arch at once builds an altar and offers 
sacrifice.” Geniasis 12:7. ‘Again, 
there comes a great crisis in Abra- 
ham’s life. He is now in Canaan with 
Lot, and both are extremely rich in 
stock. There is a time of drought— 
no reserve of, moisture in the ground. 
Their cattle are in danger, so the 
uncle and nephew’ come to the con- 
clusion that a separation must be 
made... Lot chose ‘to dwell in tine 
cities of the plajn while Abraham 
dwelt in Canaan. God’s covenant is 
again renewed. On account of a fam- 
ine in Canaan, Abraham, contrary to 
God's will, goes down to Egypt and 
there he falls into sin. He passes 
off his wife Sarah as though she were 
his sister, and on her account Phar- 
aoh is plagued by God. Abraham re- 
turns to Canaan and gets back to God 
and is forgiven. He is now known as 
Abraham the Hebrew—“the come- 
across man,” and is respected by all 
who meet him. His life makes a real 
impression on all who come in contact 
with him. 

Another crisis in Abraham's life is 
when he attacks and overcomes with 
318 servants of his the armies of four 
confederate kings, without losing a 
man! God as his ally enables him to 
do wonderful things. After this great. 
victory, he secured very much spoil, 
put refused to possess it, as his ene- 
mies might allege that they had made 
him rich. In Genesis 22, God tested 
Abraham’s faith in Him. He told him 
to sacrifice his son, Isaac, on Mount 
Moriah. Arising out of this incident, 
the great doctrine of the Atonement 
was explained; and an eloquent ad- 
dress came to a close.

LEGISLATION T0 
GOVERN ALBERTA 
WEED SITUATION 


Measure Will Be Presented at the 
Next. Meeting ‘of the House 


Legislation, the scope of which will 
give the government complete control 
over the whole weed situation in Al- 
berta, will be presented at the next 
session of the legislature, according 
to a Istter received by ‘the Calgary 
Board of Trade from W. J. Stephen, 
commissioner, field crops branch, de- 
partment. of agriculture. The letter 
was in answer to a communication 
from the hoard about the rapid 
srowth of weeds in the Calgary dis- 
trict. ' 

“I beg to advise,” writes Mr. 
Stephen, “that we have had numerous 
letters by way of correspondence with 
the council of the city of Calgary, 
beseeching them to comply with the 
law and appoint a weed inspector and 
destroy the weeds, or have them des- 
troyed, in the .city of Calgary. I 
quite agree with you when you say 
that the Russian thistle, Canadian 
thistle and tumbling weed are getting 
very bad in your city, particularly 
along the railroad. 

“All your city has.to do is to notify 
the railroads that they are not look- 
ing after these weeds and give them 
so many days to get after them or 
court procedure will be taken. As 
a matter of fact, the best way out is 
to serve the railroads with a notice to 
cut the weeds within five days.* If 
they do not do this, then go ahead 
and cut them and charge the same to 
the railroads, which, according to 
the law, are compelled to pay for the 
work. 

“Under our present legislation, the 
department of agriculture has charge 
of weed inspectors in the unorgan- 
ized districts only. Municipalities, 
cities, etc., have charge of their own 
weed inspectors, according to the 
Municipal Districts Act. This gives 
us very little authority over them 
other than simply by request, from 
time to time, that these organizations 
look after their weeds.. I am pleased 
to report, however, that we are bring: 
ing amendments to the act to be pres- 
ented to the next legislature, which 
will give the department. of agricul- 
ture, we hope, more control over the 
weeds throughout the. province.”

Does Letter ‘to Ridgewood! 


U.F.A. Local Indicate. 
x Leadership 


To the Editor of 7 The News. 

It is due ta H. W. Wood, to explain 

that the U. F. A. provided: his office 
with a $50 dictionary; otherwise, it 
might seem that he was quibbling over 
words instead of producing arguments 
in his.reply to Ridgewood Local U.F.A. 
resolution. 
_He finds that grafter is defined as 
being U.S. slang,and means “one who 
preys on the people, either against the 
law or under the law; a swindler; a 
dighonest person.” Believing that the 
members who voted the resolution did 
not understand the significance of the 
words th2y used, he proceeds to state 
what he thinks they meant and dis- 
cusses the matter from the standpoint 
of his own saterpretation of their 
meaning. 

The naivete of this unique method 
of leadership enables him to give a 
long, discussive letter without assum- 
ing the responsibility of a' definite pos- 
ition In relation to the crux of the re- 
solution. 

Now the words of the preamble of 
the resolution were “did graft’, and 
the syndicate edition of Webster’s dic- 
tionary defines graft as.“an unlawful 
or irregular perquisite’, which mean- 
ing harmonizes with the context of 
the resolution, and indicates that its 
framers said what they meant. 

He has decided that a sessional in- 
demnity is wrong and does not see 
why the word indemnity should be 
used at all. “Indemnity means that 
which is given as reimbursement far 
a loss.” We select representatives to 
go to Edmonton to carry on the busi- 
ness of government, and say to them, 
“Wo will give you a certain amount to 
indemnify you for the loss of. time that 
you are away from home in_that cap- 
acity.”. It seems to me that this is' 
treating government as being a trivial 
‘affair of minor importance. 

Is it not possible that Pres. Wood} 
has failed ‘entirely to grasp the in- 
tent of governments in the fixing of 
an indemnity? Consider the action of 
Canon Hinchliffe, long a.religious and 
social leader of the Red Deer district, 
now a-member of the Legislature for 
Vancouver, in returning to the pro- 
vinclal treasury of British Columbia, 
$400 of his first sessional indemnity, 
because hé considered that this money 
was voted, not to pay for time and 
personal service, but to reimburse him 
for necessary outlay of pocket money 
spent in travelling about his own con- 
stituency attending to the duties in- 
cumben: upon a member of the Legis- 
lature, Think it over, for Mr. Wood 
makes the further statement: “I am 
persuaded in my own mind that in- 
stead of paying our elected members 
on the basis of a “sessional indemnity" 
we should pay on the basis of. service, 
a remuneration that will justify capa- 
ble, rellable men or women int accept- 


‘ing positions and giving, pfiaient ser-

Further it raises 
the. question: Did not the electorate 
secure as capable and reliable repre- 
sentatives, at the last election, as were 
procurable? Would increased remun- 
eration have.added to their capability 


or reliability? 


No one minimizes responsibility of 
men in government positions, but both 
responsibility and recompense have 
the same meaning whether applied to 
members of legislatures or of trade 
unions, and the first demand of the 
latter is “the scale of wages paid for 
similar kinds of work‘in other indus- 
tries.” Take.a few comparisons: Al; 
berta, with less than 600,000 popula- 
tion, pays her premier $8,000 per year. 
Great Britain, with a population of 
450,000,000 pays her premier $25,000 
a year. Great Britain pays $1800 per 
year to Admiral Beatty, the Acting 
Head of the*Royal Mint, a London 
Magistrate, the Assistant Postmaster- 
General, &c. Alberta pays her mem- 
bers an indemnity of $2000 per year. 
Does anyone conceive that the above 
compensations are in equal ratio to 
the continuity of service, qualifications 
and responsibilities involved? 

“he Ridgewood resolution calls for 
restitution. It has been followed by a 
good many other resolutions of lke 
import from other loal U.RA.’s. “Con- 
demnation has been from within the 
organization by representative mem- 
bers like J. J. Richards and large units , 
of the U.F.A., like the Stettler District 
Association. 

Mr. Wood thinks a serious consider- 
ation of the real principles involved 
will be.worth many times the few dol- 
lars involved in the ,whole question. 
This is a debatable proposition. His 
statement that capable representatives 
could give service worth more than 
the stated annual indemnity, plus the 
$250 received for the special session, 
may or may not be true. It is not in 
accord with British practice or British 
tradition. The indemnity ts. 

The Ridgewood Local demanded res- 
titution of at least a part of the money 
taken. It is easior to make exponses 
than to make good, but the Hon. Mrs. 
Parlby. had the courage to make res- 
titution in full. Her example will pro- 
bably be followed by other members, 
and Ridgewood Local merits congrat- 
ulation for having had the initiative 
to arrest the disintegration of the U. 
F.A,, which would have swiftly fol- 
lowed with loss of confidence in the 
present government growing out of the 
vote for a $250 indemnity for that 
brief and abortive special session.

Mrs. T. A. Cobbald, wife of the 
county clerk, lost her life when she 
and her husband attempted to rescue 
an aged uncle. One of the bodies 
since identified was that of H. Blthie, 
15, single. He was‘an ex-president of 
the-Porcupine Mining Co. 

WHERE FIRE STARTED 

The fire which consumed Hailey- 
bury started in a potato’ patch, where 
the potato tops and other refuse was 
being burned. Once it was caught up 
by a wind that howled along at 80 
miles an hour, the fire fighters were 
powerless to stop the rush of the 
flames. Of all the beautiful town, 
only about 20 residences remain. 
Hundreds, perhaps_ thousands of peo- 
ple, owe thgir lives to the veering of 
the wind. Crouched along the bend 
of the lake, water on one side .and 
fire ‘and smoke on the other, the 
danger grew greater and_ greater. 
Then the wind changed, and the chok- 
ing, frightened people werr saved! 

The town of Cobalt had a narrow 
escape Wednesday night. The flames 
were within half a mile of the town 
and the buildings of the Hudson Bay 
mines were consumed. The courage 
of the people of Haileybury is enthu- 
sing. ~ 

WILL REBUILD TOWN 

“Sure we will rebuild,” said Ray 
Gibson; “we will build a bigger and 
better Haileybury than ever before.” 

People here estimate the property 
losses at $4,000,000, which is divided 
as follows: Z 

Haileybury, $2,000,000; North Co- 
balt, $500,000; and other points, $1,- 
500,000. The number ,of homeless is 
estimated at 5,000, of which 2,500 
lived in Haileybury and the other 
half elsewhere. 

The areas burned over‘extend from 
Mileage 104, near‘here, to near En- 
gleheart, a distance of 38 miles. 

It was pouring rain here tonight 
and the town, crowded with refugees 
who fill the churches, halls and pri- 
vate homes, present a dismal sight 
Roads leading in from the stricken 
area are crowded with automobiles 
and heavily-loaded trucks, and many 
will be marooned in the open due to 
the intense rain. There are said to 
be 1,000 refugees here, and 1,500 still 
at New Liskeard. Mayor Taylor 
Pope is in charge of arrangements 
here and {s carrying the heavy load 
wonderfully well. 

SAVED BY LAKE 

Fred C. Bidwood and his wife and 
eight children saved their lives dur- 
ing the fire at Haileybury by wading 
out into the lake. There was a tre- 
mendous swell which frequently 
swept over the younger children, but 
all came through safely. 

The scenes at Haileybury remind 
many of the devastations in France, 
with churches, large warehouses und 
other commerc:al buildings masses of 
ruins. Many of the finest homas. of 
the north country were 'ocatel aere, 
and now they are only skeletons. M. 
Fr. Summer, of Orillia, and his sister, 
came through the fire safely. ‘ 

Unconfirmed reports’ from the 
Quebec border at the head of Lake Te? 
miskaming, were that a new centre 
known as North Temiskaming had 
been destroyed along with! several 
settlements north and west ofthe 
village. There were no details. Elk 
Lake and Gowganda mining camps, 
at first belleved to have been de- 
stroyed, are reported to be unscathed. 

Two of the-heroines of the fire at 
Haileybury were telephone operators, 
Miss Marjorie McKee and Miss Addie. 
Remaining at their posts until the 
back stairs of the building were on 
fire, they finally sent a message re- 
questing that a relief train be sent 
from North Bay‘as soon as possible. 
They then put out on Lake Temiska- 
ming In a small boat and spent the 
night on the island. The girls ar- 
rived here yesterday suffering con- 
siderably from exposure, . ‘

MAKE HAY WHILE IT RAINS 


\A Nottingham farmer says: “I have 
just made hay in large stacks with- 
out the aid of the sun. The grass was 
stacked as soon as it was cut, Le., 
while it was quite green. A hollow 
space was left in the centre of the 
stack which was connected to an elec- 
tric sirocco fan which blew air into 
the centre of ‘the stack and cooled it, 
utilizing the heat of one part to cure 
another part. 

“The stack was only blown In this 
way when it started to get too hot 
(over 150 degrees Fahr.). The neigh- 
bors, who looked on hourly, awaited 
a call for the fire brigade, but they 
waited in vain, for hay of excellent 
quality and splendi% aroma was _pro- 
duced with no untoward results. 

“Not only is this method an excel- 
lent one for wet seasons, but ‘it 
seems likely to be practicable for 
any season, as all the “labor of 
teasing the hay by _picturesque sun. 
bonnet girls (who have to be paid) is 
eliminated; and, further, much time js 
3aved. 

“The outcome of this preliminary 
work is two big stacks of about 
twenty-five tons of finished hay.

Fall. Ploughing Kills. Grasshoppers ° 

Professor’ B;.H. Strickland, govern- 
ment entomologist, has prepared a 
circular containing valuable advice 
to farmers in‘the area. in which 
grasshoppers gave trouble this year. 
Some of:this advice is pertinent to 
‘the. fall season. Mr. Strickland says: 
“The destructive grasshoppers’ lay 
their eggs during August: and’ Sep- 
tember either in sod 
Grasshopper): or in stubble and desert- 
ed land (Lesser Migratory and Two-' 
striped Grasshopper), and no eggs are 
laid in land that has ‘been summer- 
fallowed. 

Where it is ‘practicable from a cul- 
tural point of view all<stubble land’ 
that-is to be seeded next year should 
| be deeply ‘ploughed this fall. as~soon 
'as the crop has been removed. ..The 
ploughing will bury_ any eggs . that 
have been laid so:deeply that they 
will not hatch in.the spring, and it-will 
prevent any further ege-laying in the 
field so ploughed... 

Early fall discing. is less effective 
than ploughing ‘though it “will lessen 
subsequent egg laying, and all eggs 
that .are brought. tothe surface will 
be destroyed by the sun. . 

When, fall. ploughing. is not advis- 
able or’ practicable,: stubble land 
should be ploughed..to a depth. of not 
less than eight inches. before seeding 
inthespring, Care:must be taken _to 


| see that the furrows are well turned 


over and the plough should be follow-- 
ed by a packer.~ When this work is 
well done very few: -hoppers’ will 
reach the surface. : 

Spring discing untess followed by 
ploughing-is of little value, and-it may 
do more'harm than good, for it mere- 
ly buries the eggs to different depths 
in loose earth, with the result that 
the hatching period is greatly prolong- 
ed, and fields that have been 86 treat- 
ed require frequnt ‘poisoning in order 
to catch. the constantly hatching 
grasshoppers as soon as they appear, 
and before they have done much 
damage to the crop. 

In the more sandy districts which 
are infested with the Lesser Migrat- 
ory and Tow-striped grasshoppers, 
the problem of control is more diff- 
cult, since these species lay their 
eggs promiscuously in stubble land 
and in deserted fields, and do not 
gather into breeding areas. No crops 
should be sown on stubble land in 
such districts unless it has been deep- 
ly ploughed, and any rye that is stub- 
bled-in this fall will be seriously in- 
fested. a 

Deserted lands and flelds that are 
tobe summer-fallowed next year con- 
stitute a serious menace to all crops 
in the district, and the best method 
of handling them requires careful 
consideration, 

Whenever possible summer-fallow- 
ing should be started early in the 
season, while the ground is still 
moist. The fields should be plough- 
ed from the edges towards the centre, 
or in strips so that the grasshoppers 
that have hatched will be herded to- 
gether. These must ‘be poisoned be- 
fore the ploughing is completed. ~”

HEAVY SHIPMENTS OF CATTLE 


Toronto, Sept. 16—Since August 
first the movement of live stock from 
Western Canada to the Eastern mar- 
ket has been unusually heavy.
